- Washington, _ Beptember 23.— 
Charges that Governor Cox urged 
draft exemption for one of the two 


sons of E. C. Scripps, head of a 
chain of newspapers, and that rov- 
ernment employees went to San 
Francisco at public expense at the 
time of the democratic national 
convention there, were inquired 
into sme, 4 by the senate commit- 
tee investigating campaign expen- 
Aitures. 

Robert P. Scripps, one of the two 
brothers mentioned jn the draft ex- 
emption charges, told the commit- 
tee that beyond recently published 
reports, he knew nothing of any 
interest shown by Governor Cox in 
behalf of himself or his brother 
during. operation of the draft. 

He acknowledged that the news- 
paper enterprise association, which 
he said was an “allied organ(ga- 
tion” of the United Press News 
service, in which he asserted his 
father owned the majority stock, 
had gent out Cox propaganda 
sheets along with its news matter 
to seventy newspapers. The in- 
terest shown by himself, as editor 
of twenty-one Scripps newspapers, 
and by his family in bringing 
“About Governor Cox’s election, he 
said, was purely “public interest.” 

Scripps denied that these organ- 
izations were supporting the Ohlo 
governor because Cox had urged 
she exemption of himself and his 
older brother from military serv- 
ice on occupational grounds. 

“There ig absolutely no connec- 
tion,” he declared, adding that the 
Scripps papers were non-partisan, 
backing only “progressivé” candi- 
dates. As proof he cited their sup- 
port of Herbert Hoover for either 
the republican or democratis nom- 
ination during the pre-convention 
primaries, 

“Pink Sheets” Boosting Cox. 

Chairman Kenyon brovght the 
examination back to the pink 
sheets. They were going to seven- 
ty newspapers, Mr. Scripps said, and 
were made up of editorial matter 
relating to the campaign. 

“We sell the N. E. A. news serv- 
ice,” he added, “and furnish this 
sheet along with it to those papers 
which desire it.” 

“Didn't Governor Cox help you to 
get out of the draft during the 
war?” the chairman demanded. 

# IT don’t know that he did,” Mr. 
Scripps said. 

“Or your brother?” 

“No.” , 

“In sending out these pink sheets 
you are carrying on a propaganda 
for Governor Cox® asked Senator 
Kenyon.

HARDING'S VIEWS 
ONIRISH QUESTION 


Senator Says It Is Not a 

Question for Official 
America—Wide Sympa- 
thy for Ireland. 


Marion, Ohio, September 23.—Set- 
ting forth his views on the Irish 


problem for the first time since ‘his 
nomination, Senator Harding declar- 


ed in a public statement today that 
it was “not a.question for official 
America” and would be classed as 
“internal and domestic” under’ the 
league of nations covenant. 

He did not étate specifically what 
his policy would be if elected pres- 
ident, but he suggested that this 
nation already had “meddled abroad 
excessively” and that official action 
by the Washington government 
would be quite a different thing 
from an expression of sympathy, 
such as the senate adopted more 
than a year ago. 

Text of Statement. 


The statement, issued in response 
to numerous inquiries as to nis 
position, follows in full: 

“There are two phases of the 
so-called Irish questions in Amer- 
ica. Individual sentiment is one 
thing and it is recognized that there 
is a widespread sympathy here for 
the cause of Irish autonomy. We 
voted an expression of that sym- 
pathy in the senate at the time 
the peace delegates were confer-sing 
in Paris. ' : 

“Official consideration is quite 
another thing. It is not a wues- 
tion for official America. America 
has already meddled abroad exces- 
sively without invitation. 

“IT have said, as I truly believe 
that under the provisions of the 
league of nations, the Irish ques- 
tion igs internal or domestic, and I 
recall distinctly that the hearings 
before the senate foreign gelations 
committee’ the American advocates 
of Irish independence bitterly op- 
posed the league as proposed be- 
cause it not only closed the door to 
Ireland, but committed us to the 
use of force to maintain territorial 
integrity as it exists today.” 

Senator Harding’s statement was 
issued in the course of one of his 
busiest days during which he held a 
series uf conferences on financial 
and other issues and made a front 
porch speec:u as8Kke:2 ror tne co-Op-

Among his callers were Otto H. 
Kahn, the New York financier; Rev- 
resentative James W. Good, of lowa.

The senator's front porch address, 
devoted principally to a discussion 
of social welfare, was delivered be- 
far@ a gathering composed of re- 
publicang from Crawford county, 
Ohio, and members of the Ohio Den- 
tal association. The crowd cheered 
him repeatedly, saving jts greatest 
outburst of applause for a digres- 
sion in which he declared he coula 
not understand how anyone “could 
prefer a conglomerate flag of the 


league of nations to the @tars and 


Stripes.” 

Social progress, the senator as- 
serted, could come only if business 
men on the one hand, and sociai 
reformers on the other, co-operated 
to knit into one pattern the con- 
servation of materta] and human 
resources. He also made a plea for 
a& more even balance between agri- 
culture and industry, saying that in 
recent years American agricultural] 
life had not been given proper en- 
couragement. In his tribute to the 
service rendered the nation by farm- 
ers the nominee said-he hoped some 
day to become one. 

“I would rather be a farmer than 
anything in the world,” he added. 
“It is the only occupation I know 
of where you can sit on your own 
fence and figuratively tell everybody 
to go jump in the river.” 


For Honest Humane Business. 


“We must awaken the conscience 
of the ignorant and the misguided,” 
he said, “to the fact that the best 
social welfare worker in the world 
is the man or woman who does an 
honest day’s work. We must 
awaken their conscience to recog- 
nize that American business is not 
a monster, but an expression of 
God-given impulse to create and 
the savior and the guardian of our 
happiness, our homes and of equa) 
opportunity for all in America. 
Whatever we do for honest hu- 
mane business, we do in the name 
ofthe social welfare. 

“But it is equally true that. we 
must awaken the conscience of 
American business to new interest 
in the welfare of American huma 

ings. 

“It is not enough for America 
that her businegs and commer 
shall be honest: ey must alsu 
be humafie. Men, Woren and chil- 
dren of America are not commodi- 
ties. American business cannut 
flourish nor the material prosper- 
ity of America be built upon a firm

Albuquerque, N. M., September 23. 
G8vernor Cox will ignore proposals 
from the prohibition party for re- 


tirement of Aaron S. Watkins, presi- 
dential] candidate of the prohibition 
party, from the race if the governor 
will pledge himself to certain meas- 
ures regarding the Volstead law. 
Governor Cox made this announce- 
ment upon his arrival here tonight. 
It was undérstood that a similar 
proposal was made to Senator Hard- 
ing, the republican nominee. 

The prohibition party’s proposal, 
the governor stated, came in a letter 
about two weeks ago from Virgil G. 
Hinshaw, who said he acted offi- 
cially. The letter was in the nature 
of a questionnaire regarding action 
upon the question of the Volstead 
law and other prohibition questions. 
Mr. Hinshaw, it was said, expressed 
“confidence” that Mr. Watkins would 
retire from the presidential arena 
should Governor Cox reply favorably 
to the questionnaire. No reply has 
been or wil] be made. Governor Cox 
has declined to comment on a simi- 
lar offer by Mr. Watkins.

Forty-two Days 
Since MacSwiney 
Began to Starve 


And He Is Reported Less 
Exhausted—No Anxiety 
Over Immediate Danger 
of Death.

London, September 23,—(By the 
Assoicated Press.)—“The lord may- 
or of Cork is somewhat less ex- 
hausted this evening,” says'the bul- 
letin issued by the Irish Self-De- 
termination league at 8 o’clock to- 
night. “The pains in his head, from 
which he has been suffering for 
two days, have abated. He is still 
conscious.” 

Officials at the Londén headquar- 
ters of the Irish Self-Determination 
league manifested no anxiety this, 
evening over the immediate danger 
of Lord Mayor MacSwiney’s death, 
but stoutly maintained that je was 
receiving no food, a few sips'of wa- 
ter every three or four hours be- 
ing his only sustenance. °* 

Mind Always Clear. 

Father Dominick, the mayor's 

chaplain, said to the correspondent 
after a visit to the prisoner’s bed- 
side: “His cheeks and temples are 
sunken and his body is badly ema- 
ciated. He has had an almost con- 
tinual headache for ten days, but 
his mind is always clear. he 
league's reports of his extremely 
weakened condition are not over- 
drawn. It is not true that the pris- 
oner daily reads the uewspapers— 
he reads for a few minutes at a 
time, but the paper is always held 
by a nurse. It is also incorrect to 
say that MacSwiney shaves himself; 
he is shaved every two or three 
days by a warder.” 
' During the day MacSwiney »*l1d 
his brother, Sean, of a very strange 
his mind. “My head,” 
he said, “seems quite detached from 
my body. It feels as though I had 
a. dual personality—one racked 
with pain, the other without any 
feeling whatsoever, and playing the 
part of a spectator.” 

Arthur Griffiths, vice president of 
the Irish republic, announced that 
the Dail Ejirann had assembled in 
secret session in Dublin last week, 
and recorded its appreciation of the 
loyalty and devotion of the lord 
mayor of Cork. 

Resigned te Inevitable. 

MacSwiney’s friends are appar- 
ently resigned to the inevitable and 
believe the government has spoken 
its last word on the MacSwiney sub-' 
ject.. And even if MacSwiney de- 
sired, he could not now break his 
fast. 

“Manifestly, MacSwiney doesn’t 
lack courage,” said one of his 
friends Thursday, “but to break his 
starvation program now would re- 
quire courage of the rarest kind. 
for he would become the laughing: 
stock of the world, scorned Dy his 
friends. And he would not dare to 
return to Ireland. These -rumors 
that he is being fed are obviously 
untrue, for the densest person could 
see that this would mean only a

If Anti-Japanese Legisla-'

Tokio, September 23.—(By thg 
Associated Press.)—The Washington 
government will be asked to ap- 
pojnt a commission to effect a so- 
lution of Japanese-American prob- 
lems and in the event of the pas- 
sage of the California anti-Japanese 
legislation the Japanese. govern- 
ment will arrange for a lawsuit 
against the California legislature 
on the ground that the bill is un- 
constitutional and a violation of 
the treaty rights of the Japanese, 
according to the leading newspapers 
here. 

The newspapers say the above 
program was_defined at meetings 
of the cabinet and the diplomatic 
advisory council. 

SURPRISE CAUSED 
AT WASHINGTON. 

Washington, September 23.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Reports in 
the Japanese newspapers that the 
Japanese cabinet and advisory coun- 
cil had decided to ask the United 
States to appoint a commission to 
effect a solution of Japanése-Amer- 
ican problems created surprise at 
the state department where efforts 
to effect an understanding by dip- 
lomatic rheans are still being 
made. 

It has been made clear that the 
state department has no intention 
of attempting to influence the re- 
sult in California. It was said that 
should the iegislation be adopted 
an understanding with the Japa- 
nese government on the result of 
it might be obtained in two ways, 
one by a treaty modifying action 
taken by a state or by action in 
the United States courts. 

To invoke the first method is 
said to be no -art of the plan of 
the state department. The second 


method is believed to have been 
suggested in conversations and may 
have been the basis of the reported 
decision of the Japanese govern- 
ment to resort to the courts to de- 
termine the constitutionality of 
such legislation. . 


No Clues Found 
To ManWhoShot

Prowler—Big Reward 
Offered. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 23.— 
Although exhaustive efforts have 
been made by detectives assigned 
to investigate the activities of a 
marauder who early Tuesday 
morning fatally wounded Miss 
Alice Burnett and seriously shot 
Miss Ruth Cox, no clues have been 
found that are considered valuable 
by the investigators. 

The work of the attacker appears 
to have been covered by his quick 
disappearance from: the community 
in which the shooting occurred, 

Many patrolmen assigned to de- 
tachménts in the residential dis- 
tricts’ were taken off duty today 
and assigned with the detachment 
that is looking for the intruder. 

Patrolmen have been instructed 
to place all drug addicts under ar- 
rest, and as a result of the order 
many are being held in the city 
jail. Chief of Police Haynes said 
that none of the men were held as 
suspects in connection with the 
murder of Miss Burnett. However, 


it is probable that Miss Cox will be 


asked to see one of the men. 

Outstanding features in the de- 
velopments today were the addi- 
tional funds added to the reward. 
The reward for information that 
‘will result in the arrest of the 
guilty man now totals $1,200. The 
first rward of $500 was offered by 
the city commission, and then J. H. 
Burnett, brother of the murdered 
woman, offered $100. {4overnor 
Roberts today offered an -aditiona]l 
reward of $500 and a private citi- 
zen today added $100.

Prohibition Commissioner Kramer, 
also on the program, answered the 
attack on his. bureau personally. 
Mr. Anderson, who was absent, re- 
plied in a formal statement in which 
he accused Mr. Coler of injecting 
e“Tammany politics” into an inter- 
national meeting. 

Mr. Coler explained as a preface 
to his speech that when he reach- 
ed the hall where the sessions of 
the congress are being held, he 
was informed by Chairman Dinwid- 
die, that he would not be permit- 
ted to deal with personalities, but 
that the remainder of the speech 
Should be delivered. Letinching into 
his speech, Mr. Coler leveled a bit- 
ter attack on the mass of dry work- 
ers, particularly those associated 
with the Anti-Saloon league, say- 
ing they were “buck passers” and 
had not forced the candidates of 
either major parties to take a def- 
inite stand as to retention and en- 
forcement of the prohibition laws.

Replying to Mr. Coler’s charges 
of violation of the prohibition ‘laws,

“The desire of this person to 
turn the prohibition movement into 
an anti-Catholic and Jewish pro- 
gram,” the statement said, “should 
cause his banishment from every 
civilized nation. Anderson uses the 
anti-saloon of New York to launch 
a crusade of bigotry, which is 
nearer his heart than the cause 
which he is paid to represent. 

Cries “Wolf, Welt.” 

“With saloons wide open under 
his own eyes, he attacks anotier 
faith and cries ‘wolf, wolf,’ when 
there is no wolf, in order that his 
own fajlures may not be known. He 
has destroyed the veratity and re- 
spectability of the league in the 
state of New York.”

Turin, September 23.— Pitched bat- 
tles in which the troops have used 
machine gunS and armored cars 
against strikers armed with rifles 
and bombs have marked the last 
two days. The riots have assumed 
such serious proportions that un- 
less they are immediately checked, 
it is feared they may be merely 
the forerunner to more serious 
events. 

The first outburst came when 
the funeral of two strikers, killed 
Tuesday, took place.

Capitalist Slain 


Buried in Cellar 


Body of Jacob Charles 
Denton, Who Disappear- 
ed Four Months Ago, 
Found at Los Angeles. 


Los Angeles, September 23.—Dis- 
sovery of the body ot Jacob Charles 
Denton, Los Angeles, capitalist, who 
disappeared four months ago, buried 
under several tons of earth in a 
hermetically sealed box in the cellar 
of a house at 675 Catalina street to- 
day, brought to light what the po- 
lice characterized as the most weird 
murder mystery in the history of 
the city. : 

Physicians said Denton had been 
dead about three months. The 
body was found by a private detec- 
tive engaged by Denton’s attorney, 
Judge Avery, when Denton’s contin- 
ved absence aroused his suspicions. 
Judge Avery said Denton had been 
divorced and had a daughter, 
Frances Denton, living in Phoenix. 
Arizona. 

Denton had left a will with Judge 
Avery and when the latter wished 
to consult his client about the 
strument, he was unable to find 
him. 

The house in which Denton’s body 
was found was his property, but 
had been occupied by tenants for 
some time. -The present tenant took 
the property through an agent 
about a month ago. The former 
tenants were the subjects of search 
today. 

Three Women Sought. 

The pistol with which, the police 
believe, Denton was shot to death, 
the room where he is believed to 
have been slain and letters draw- 
ing attention to three women for 
whom the police are searching were 
found within a few hours of the 
time Denton’s body was discovered. 

First reports to the police were 
that Denton had been missing since 
early last June. Later, however, 
when his attorney looked up the 
date of his last intelview with the 
man and other sources of informa- 
tion were developed, the date when 
he was last seen was fixed definitely 
as August 19. Physicians reconcileg 
the first statements that he had 
been dead three months by saying 
the action of quick lime buried with 
the body had made determination of 
the intervening time difficult and 
largely guess work. 

Police detectives called into the 
case by the private investigator 
who had discovered the body, learn- 
ed Denton haa given up his apart- 
ment and had been occupying at 
the time of his disappearance a 
room in the house where his body 


was found. They searched the room 
and found the letters, pistol and 
bloodstains. . 


Bleod Stains In Room. 
One chamber of the pistol con- 


tained a cartridge of the wrong cal- 
iber. Detectives said this indicated

DYNAMITE IS FOUND 
IN “L” ROAD STATION 


One Report Says That 
Fuse Was Attached and 
Burning—Clue to the 
Horse That Drew Death 
Cart to Wall Street. 


New York, September 23.—After 
a week had passed without inves- 
tigators being able to solve the 
mystery of the Wall street explo- 
sion, they were presented today 
with another mystery—who placed 
a package of dynamite in the Reid 
avenue elevated station in Brook- 
lyn this morning? 

The package was found by a po- 
liceman doing strike duty on the 
Fulton street line, which is oper- 
ated by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
company. .He soaked the package 
in a bucket of water and then car- 
ried jt to his headquarters in Brook- 
lyn. Later it was taken to a labo- 
ratory in Manhattan for analys’s. 

Accounts differ as to whether a 
spluttering fuse was attached. Some 
officials reported that Patrolman 
Santelli, who found it, stamped out 
a fuse, 

At the laboratory where the pack- 

ge was taken it was said there 

ad been found two pipe cleaners 
impregnated with nitrate. These 
Pipe cleaners, it was said, could 
have served as fuses, but it had 
not been established whether either 
had been lighted. Authorities m- 
ed to agree that no percussion caps 
had been found. 

Horse That Drew Deatl® Cart. 

Meanwhile detectives investigat- 
imag the Wall street explosio- re- 
ported that through the health de- 
partment they had been able to 
identify the tag found near the 
horse attached to the death cart 
which is believed to have been the 


This tag. it was learned, had been 
issued in 1918, to the Reid Ice -ream 
company, of Brooklyn, to certify 
that one of its horses was not af- 
flicted with glanders, but since then 
the horse had been sold three times. 
The name of the latest owner, if 
known, was not made public. 

Chiet. William J. Flynn, of the 
bureau fof investigation of the de

“It looks good but, like any clue, 
it may blow up at any time.”

Baruch Backed League Picture. 


That Bernard Baruch, former 
chairman of the war industries 
board, was the backer of the mo- 
tion picture, “Uncle Sam of Free- 
dom Ridge,” to the extent of an 
investment of at least $25,000, was 
revealed by the testimony of Harry 
Levy, of New York, producer of 
the pro-league of nations film in 
question. 

Baruch, he said, had asked him 
to picturize the story just as it 
was written by Margaret Prescott 
Montagu, “so that it wouldn't of- 
fend either party or the senators of 
either party,” agreeing to split “fif- 
ty-fifty” on profitseor losses of the 
film, and mired | that he wanted to 
get his money back. Levy insisted 
that he had bought the moving pic- 
ture -ighte to the story for $11,- 
500, ana was pushing the film pure- 
ly as a commercial venture and not 
as propaganda. No profits what- 
ever were to go to the democratic 
national committee. 

Asked as to his politics, he replied 
that he was “usually a democrat.” 

“One of these occasional demo- 
crats,” remarked Senator Reed. 

Another phase of alleged federal 
government political activity taken 
up was that involving charges that 
postmasters and other officials had 
been solicited for funds by the dem- 
ocratic national committee. Loren 
C. Talbot, who described himself 
as a “letter-writer” for the commit- 
tee, denied the use of any special 
form of letters for postmasters. 

“Tf they got letters, it was ‘just 
as other democrats got them,” he 
said, and added that because of pos- 
tal regulations, letters of solicita- 
tion addressed to federal officers 
had been marked for delivery at 
home addresses. 

List for 250,000 Letters. 


Talbot also denied that a list 
for the 250,000 or 300,000 letters 
sent out had been obtained from 
Liberty loan contributors as re- 
corded with the government. The 
maximum sum asked in any letter 
was $1,000, he said, and he thought 
about $200,000 had been subscribed 
as a result of this solicitation. 

The committee’s guns also were 
brought to bear during the day on 
charges that federal publications 
had been used for democratic ae 
ical propaganda purposes. Age > 
Claxton, head of the federal bureau 
of education, insisted the bureaus 
semi-monthly paper, “School Life, 
had been conducted in a non-parti- 
san spirit under his administration.

Carrying Lunches in New York. 


New York, September 23.—The 
right-hand columns of lunchroom 
menus in New York have not yet 
been changed, although a great 
many office workers, particularly 
young girls working for from $17 
to $25 a week, are now to be seen 
carrying small lunch boxes on their 
way to work in the mornings. The 
“carry your lumch” campaign is 
still young here, having been start- 
ed in earnest only. this week, but 
the only disapproval of it se far 
co be heard comes from the owners 
of lunchrooms. ‘ 

Coffee or tea costs a dime in the 
cheapest of New York luncheries: 
ham and eggs, from 50 cents up, ac- 
cording to the “tone” of the place; 
salads, no less than 25 cents, and 
sometimes up to $1, and bread aad 
butter, a dime. Thousands of girls 
have fallen into a summer custom of 
eliminating luncheon, substituting 
ice cream sOda and cake. 

Dr. Royal S. Copeland, city health 
commissioner, boosted the “carrv 
your lunch” idea on the ground 
that a lunch brought from home 
would have the virtues of cleanli- 
ness and goodéquatity, at least, 
whereas these characteristics are 
not assured in lunchroom proven- 
der. However, he was against the 
ice cream-and cake diet. So is the 
price against it, for that matter, 
for ice cream sodas now cost from 
17 to 35 cents, according to the 
swank” of the fountain and the 
sandwiches, thin enough to see 
through, are quoted at from 15 to 
25 cents. A “fair price’ meal at 
noon in a tile lunchroom should not 
cost more than 40 cents, accordtine 
to quotations of the Pittsburg fair 
price committee, which has just set 
a scale for lunchroom items there.

Government Gets 
People’s Money 
And Profiteers 


Charge Made by Herbert 
in Discussing -Govern- 
ment Profits on Postal 
Savings. 


—— 


New York, September 23.—Herbert 
Hoover, who testified here today be- 
fore the senate committee on re- 
construction, declared he believed 


the agg.cgate of national savings 
would be Stimulated if the govern- 
ment “stopped profiteering” and 
paid “something like an adequate 
rate of interest’ to depositors. 

Reports showed, he said, _ that 
profits obtained by the government 
in 1918, chiefly from re- -deposit of 
Soren savings bank funds in banks 
at 2% per cent interest were $1.- 
135,000, while, ne added, examina-; 
tion of any annual postal savings 
bank reports would show that de- 
positors do not receive much more 
than 1 per cent interest. 
Mr. Hoover declared it 
seem only justice” if the whole 
method of payment of interest 
should be reorganized so as to ap- 
proximately distribute the profits 
tack to the depositors. He said the 
postal savings banks were estab- 
lished for the prime purpose of en- 
Targing the area of national sav- 
ings. He asserted the stimulation 
to savings was not interest return, 
— merely the inducement of safe- 


ty. 

“The real question at issue,” he 

said, “appears to me to be not only 
justice to depositors, but also wheth- 
er the aggregate of national sav- 
ings can be increased by offering a 
larger return on postal savings de- 
posits, whether more savings can 
bepulled out of stockings, waste 
and luxuries and ‘wild cats.’ Every 
dollar so saved is a contribution to 
national welfare.” 
Mr. Hoover said he preferred es- 
tablishment of some institution mod- 
elled after the farm loam bank rath- 
er than have mortgages on new 
construction exempted from the in- 
come tax. He said he thought the 
people would be willing to submit 
to government direction in recon- 
struction problems, “if it took the 
form of a campaign of education.” 
With recupertaion abroad, he said, 
he expected a slackening of exports 
and consequent relieving of domes- 
tic conditions. He said this would 
not solve the immediate situation, 
but would help.

On Way to Schoo] 


Youthful Spirits of 75 
Boys and Girls Express- 
ed by Silent Laughter 
and Soundless Language. 


Noise and a crowd of ehildren are 
synonymous in the minds of many. 
James C. Harris was surrounded by 
more than 70-give boys and girls, 
ranging in age from 7 to 20, in the 
foyor of the Terminal station. In 
Mr. Harris’ thoughts noise and chil- 
dren are unassociated terms. 


The foyer of the station presented 
a pitiful scene yesterday morning. 
Youngsters,;were playing upon the 
seats and along the aisles, but their 
youthful spirits were expressed by 
silent laughter and their playful 
lans communicated by a soundless 
anguage. They were merely a few 
of .the 219 deaf mutes on their 
way to attend the Georgia School 
for the Deaf at Cave Springs, of 
which Mr. Harris is superintendent. 
With a strange rapidity hundreds 
of hands seemed to be moving ac- 


‘cording to some intricate design as 


they talked with each ‘other about 
the vacation time which has drawn 
to a close. 

In addition to the pupils of the 
school there were present countless 
alumni who live here in the city 
who had gone down to talk with 
the teachers and children about 
their old school. They too spoke 
in the sign language of the little 
ones. 

Explains Work of School. 


Miss Nettie McDaniel, assistant 
Superintendent and special] instruc- 
tor, explained the organization of 
the school, stating that they con- 
duct. a dual education daily, the 
work of a primary school and that 
of a vocational institution. Three- 
quarters of the students study the 
“oral” method, or lip reading, whilé 
one-fourth use the manual or sign 
language. 

A young Atlanta girl, who was 
afflicted as a deaf mute, went to 
the Cave Springs school some years 
ago and learned to read the lips 
by the Mueller-Waller method, pre- 
paring herself for further education. 
This past year she graduated from 
the Fulton High school, having 
maintained her ‘place beside girls 
capable of speaking and hearing 
from childhood. 

Miss McDaniel emphasized the 
difficulty of handling a little child 
who can neither speak nor hear. 
When they come to her their minds 
are often perfect blanks save for 
some distorted impressions which 
are destined to f@rever lie secret. 
Objects and people have no signifi- 
cance other than that assigned by 
the unguided working of immature 
mind. The senses, with the excep- 
tion of sight, are deadened to all 
stimuli. Before they can make any 
progress wahtsoever, English, the 
most difficult of all modern lan- 
Fuagzes, must be taught them. To 
the deaf mute it is a foreign tongue.

Executive Board Plans 


Clubwomen’s Convention 


The executive board of the Geor-| 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
held an all-day meeting yesterday 
at the Atlanta Woman's club, and 
important matters were considered 
and passed upon, most of these 
looking to preparation for the state 
federation convention in Atlanta in 
November. 

What might be called keynote 
resolutions, locking to the federa- 
tion’s future, were introduced by 
the state chairman of citizenship, 
Mrs. Charles J. Haden, and passed 


unanimously, this resolution ex- 
pressing the appreciation of the 
responsibility placed upon the 


women by the national government 
in the conferring of citizenship 
through the ratification of the 
nineteenth amendment, and the :le- 
termination on the part of the fed- 
eration to make a study of the 
principles of citizenship with spe- 
cial purpose of helping to bring 
about the highest possible standard 
of public service, free of prejudice 
and partisan bitterness, and also to 
te intercommunity co-opera- 
tion. 

A second rasolution offered by 
Mrs. Noel Park, of Greensboro, 
chairman of civil service, bespoke 
the interest of the Georgia federa- 
tion in the state board of public 
welfare, which, on account of state 
shortage of funds, failed in the re- 
cent meeting of the legislature to 
secure a continuance for 1921 of its 
maintenance fund, and urged that 
the club women, who were in large 
part responsible for the creation oft 
the board, should make more- gen- 


erally known to the people of Geor- | 


gia the splendid construction work 
of the board for the needy and 


helpless in communities and insti- | 


tutions, and that the federation 
recommend to the legislature in- 
creased support for this work al- 
ready so well begun. 


Convention Program. 


The program for the state con- 
vention in Atlanta, November 3, 4 
and 5, as prepared by Mrs. A. P. 
Brantley’s committee, was read. 
The list of distinguished speakers 
and honor guests was headed by 
Mrs. W. S. Jennings, of Florida, 
vice president general, and Mrs. 
Frank MclIntire, of Savannah, dem- 
ocratic committeewoman., 

The program will touch on every 
phase of federation activity, and 
reveals the magnitude of the work 
of the clubwomen of Georgia. 

At luncheons and suppers the 
delegates will be entertained by the 
Atlanta Woman’s club, Atlanta City 
federation, Fifth District federa- 
tion, the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, Daughters of the Revolution, 
and Uncle Remus Memorial asso- 
ciation. Headquarters will be the 
Georgian Terrace hotel. 


Revision of the Constitution. 


Several important changes in the 
constitution were decided upon to 
be presented to the state conven- 
tion. Of these, elimination of the 
genera) federation state secretary 
and the insertion of a general] fed- 
eration state director, was made 
neecssary,inorderto conform to re- 
cent changes in the constitution of 
the general federation. For the 
same reason—that of conforming 
withthe national federation laws— 
a change will be made in the classi- 
fication of the departments of feder- 
tion work, this to go into effect in 
November, 1921. 

These departments, as proposed 
by the general federation, will be 
fine arts, applied education, Ameri- 
can citizenship, public welfare, leg- 
islation and press, 

The character of the federation 
work will not be changed, although 
it will be developed, increased, but 
only its classification will be dif- 
ferent. There will be six general 
chairmen, but subchairmen will 
head all the varieties of work under 
these six heads. 

The other important article of re- 
vision concerned dues, which the 
board will propose should be $3 a 
year for the club of thirty members 
or less; 10 cents per capita for each 
additional member up to one hun- 
dred, and $1 for each additiona) 
one hundred members or fraction 
thereof. City and county federa- 
tions will continue to pay the 
annual dues of $3, as will pur ly 
charitable organizations, these .o ba 
decided upon the membership 
committee.

EMERGENCY TAX 
NOTICES MAILED

The emergency tax of three-eights 
of 1 per cent, levied by mayor and

railroads from the dangerous sit- 
uation into which they had drift- 
ed. | ‘ 

No doubt Mr. Cuyler has s-.-:ved 
his association well, and is worthy 
of any confidence placed in him. 

There is one paragraph in the ap- 
peal, however, that is startling in 
view of the facts regarding the 
work gf the railroad “heads” in pe- 
half of the passage of the transpor- 
tation act, by which the carriers of 
the country passed back into pri- 
vate control and operation. 

It reads as follows: 

‘During his chairmanship the transporta- 
tion act became a law and the commerce 
commission has made substantial increases 
in rates under that law. Mr. Cuyler de- 
serves the thanks of the owners of securi- 
ties of the country and of all the railroad 
officers who have worked with him in the 
unselfish work he has performed during the 
past two years.”’ 

It is true that during Mr. Cuy- 
ler’s chairmanship of the Railroad 
Executives the transportation act 
became a law, but as a Washing- 
ton correspondent, who was a close 
observer of the progress of this 
measure, from its preparation, 
through its long and arduous hear- 
ings, both in the committees and 
on the floors, and its final passage 
with amendments, I know that Mr. 
Cuyler not only did not assist in 
its enactment but that be and some 
of his associates attempted to de- 
feat the fundamental rate-making 
and financial provisions of the act. 

The fact is that this measure was 
initiated by the Association of the 
Owners of Railroad Securities, of 
which §. Davies Warfield, of Balti- 
more, is president, and that Mr. 
Warfield, himself, did more to get 
this measure through congress than 
any other dozen influences com- 
bined.

have been no transportation act of 
the kind passed.

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HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


STOMACH ACIDITY. 

Here is a subject which brings a 
constant stream of inquiries, but on 
which it is Impossible to offer defi- 
nite advice because In most in- 
stance gs the “acidity” complained of 
is merely guessed at, not demor- 
cretion of hydrochloric acid in the 
gastric juice after a test meal. In 
discussing the subject here, there- 
foe, I wish to assure readers thx't 
I cannot add anything to the jnior- | 
mation this article contains con- 
cerning stomach acidity. 

The causes of actual excessive se- 
cretion of hydrochloric acid in the 
stomach are: 

(1) Prolonged anxiety, 
so-called mental strain. 

(2) Stomach ulcer or ulcer in the 
duodenum; chronic inflammation cf 
the gall-sac (cholecystitis); gall- 
stones; chronic appendicitis; hemor- 
rhoids (piles). It is especially 
when such conditions are causing 
frequent or constant pain that there 
is likely to be an excessive hydro- 
chlorie acid secretion. 

(3) Various conditions of the body 
in which the functional efficiency 
or activity of the ductless glands is 
disturbed may give rise toa hyper- 
chlorhydria. Likewise the use of 
certain of the ductless gland hor- 
mones or extracts medicinally may 
increase or decrease the acid secre- 
tion in the stomach, depending on 
the hormone employed. 

(4) Unsuitable food or beverage 
is the factor of hyperacidity in a 
great many cases. An excess of 
the nitrogenous foods, proteins such 
as those of meat, eggs, cheessa or 
nuts may be responsible. Eating cx- 
cessively hot food, or drinking ex- 
cessively hot beverages; or too 
much ice-cold food or drink. Sip- 
ping extremely hot tea or coffee 
is a very common cause, and in tne 
opinion of Dr. Mayo, this may also 
have a bearing on the causation cf 
stomach cancer. The daily use of 
alcoholie beverages, particular the 
home brews, is a prolific cause of 
acid stomach. The habit of smear- 
ing one’s food with all sorts of irrt- 
tating condiments, such as mystard, 
catsup, pepper, horseradish and the 
like, is responsible for much stom- 
ach trouble; these drugs—they are 
not foods—are patricularly objec- 
tionable for children. An excessive 
consumption of sugar is the cause 
of hyperacidity in many instances, 
especially when sugar or candy is 
taken on an empty stomach, be- 
tween meals, rather than at meal- 
time or as dessert. The use of to- 
bacco is one of the most frequent 
causes of stomach acidity. 

(5) Partial obstruction of the al- 
imentary canal at any point tends 
to cause hyperacid stomach—and 
this includes the various displace- 
ments called ptosis. 

(6) Marked food stasis or stagna- 
tion—fvod residue retained too long 
in the alimentary canal—favors hy- 
peracidity. 

There you are, dyspetics. Mull the 
list over, pick out your preferred 
cause or causes and present your 
case to your ‘physician.

ANSWER—The principal or head- 
master who expelled him is to be 
congratulated.

Too many 
young Smart Alecks with the to- 
bacco habit are permitted to as- 
sociate with normal young people 
at school—degenerates and mental 
defectives should be segregated and 
not kept in classes with normal 
boys and girls.

the race in the first primary On a4 
deliberate misrepresentation of 
fact. This came about, he says, 
through the fact that Mr. Hard- 
wick won many votes in the first 
primary because the voters be- 
lieved that he had opposed the 
espionage bill when it came before 
the senate during Mr. Hardwick’s 
membership in that body, some two 
years ago. 

As a matter of recorded fact, the 
official vote on that bill, as appears 
from the Congressional Record, 
shows that Mr. Hardwick voted for 
the espionage bill, being one of 
sixty senators voting “aye,” against 
twelve who Voted “no.” 

Regardless of anyone’s personal 
opinion of the propriety of that 
bill, Mr. Walker points out, it is 
certain that Mr. Hardwick has al- 
lowed the impression that he voted 
against it to become general 
throughout the state, and has 
largely based his campaign on that 
pretense.

“This majority of 35,000 has al- 
ready spoken convincingly of Geor- 
gia’s overwhelming repudiation of 
Hardwickism. The people of this 
state cannot be confused as to is- 
sues, they cannot be argued into for- 
getting the official record, which 
stands in black and ite for all 
who will to read. 

“Without a_trace of personal ani- 
mosity, I havesconfined myself dur- 
ing the race to opening up Mr. 
Hardwick’s official record as a sen- 
ator for the people to see. There 
can be no debate on this record. 
It is written in imperishable ink 
and not all the nimle-witted ora- 
torical fireworks in the world can 
expunge it. 

“In the first plage, it is a known 
fact to every voter@p Georgia that 
one of the main plan in the plat- 
form on which Mr. Hardwick based 
his plea for votes on September 8, 
last, was the belief that he had 
vigorously opposed the espionage 
bill, a bill which, whether rightly 
or wrongly, many Georgians be- 
lieve to have been an invasion of 
their rights of free speech, free 
press and free assembly. 

“As a matter of fact, the official 
recorded vote of the senate at Wash- 
ington, shows that Mr. Hardwick. 
contrary to opposing this bill, ac- 
tually voted for it. This cannot 
be argued away, cannot be denied 
or disputed. It is a simple matter 
of recorded fact, open to rprublic 
view and inspection. (See Con- 
gressional Record for Femruary 20, 
1917, page 3665.) 

Opposed Espionage Law. 


“And yet, in hfs public state- 
ment, published just prior to the 
first primary, Mr. Hardwick says: 
“I opposed the espionage law. I 
am proud of it. It insulted the tra- 
ditions and endangered the libher- 
ties of free people. . . It was 
enacted to padlock the tongues of 
honest Americans. . ..

FIGHTING BY TROOPS

the industrial district was the scene 
of bloody clashes. Motor lorries 
carrying soldiers to the _ district 
were fired upon. Armored cars and 
machine guns eventually cleared the 
streets. 

Later the fighting was shifted to 
the Porta Palazza and Vanchiglia, 
which are the popular quarters of 
Turin. Here the machine guns had 
a busy two hours during the eve- 
ning, after which order was re- 
stored. 

Fresh disorders broke out twelve 
hours later, when strikers from the 
Voltocodo foundry first fired upon 
and then attempted to intercept a 
lorry loaded with troops. The latter 
returned the fire with machine guns, 
and succeeded in driving away the 
attackers. One striker was picked 
up dying. 

At midnight a bomb was exploded 
directly in front of the police 
headquarters in San Carpo square. 

Kept City on Edge. 

Sporadic firing kept the city on 
edge throughout the night in dif. 
ferent sections, and many private 
automobiles were subjected to a 
fusillade of bullets when they at- 
tempted to pass through the streets. 

A number of white guards turned 
Out to assist the police. 

The outbreak was apparently of 
anarchistic origin, beginning in one 
of the seized factories and spread- 
ing rapidly to the others. At least 
four persons have been killed and 
twenty are repoted wounded, one 
of the killed being a member of the 
Police. 

A goup of anarchists, during the 
excitement, bombarded the police 
barracks. Reinforcements were rush- 
ed to the aid of the police, and a 
fierce exchange of shots enagued. 
The officers succeeded in driving 
away the anarchists, who had 
lodged themselves in a neighboring 
building.

WALKER MEETING 
IS ENTHUSIASTIC 


His Nomination on Octo- 
ber 6 Assured, Say Rep- 
resentative Georgians at 
Macon—Committee to 
Direct Campaizn. 


Macon, Ga., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.J)—An executive committee to 
be appdinted by Clifford Walker, 
candidate for governor, will direct 
his run-off race until the primary 
of October 6, and the issue will 
be between the official] record of 
Thomas W. Hardwick and the of- 
ficial record of Clifford Walker, it 
was decided at a meeting at the 
Hotel Dempsey today of 125 men 
representing about fifty counties of 
middle and south Georgia. Judge 
Enoch Callaway, of Augusta, pre- 
sided, and M. C. Bennett, of Ma- 
con, acted as secretary. 

A similar conference represent- 
ing the Walker following in north 
Georgia will be held in Atlanta 
next week, it was announced. 

Today’s conference was charac- 
terized by the intense enthusiasm 
of those attending and by their 
profound conviction that Mr. Wal- 
ker will carry the state in the 
second primary. It was the gen- 
eral consensus of opinion that Mr. 
Walker has the votes for election, 
but that every effort must be put 
forth to see that these votes are 
cast at the polls. 

Issues of Campaign. 

Mr. Walker attended the confer- 
ence and participated in the dis- 
cussions, which dealt with the 
method of combating propaganda 
being spread by the Hardwick 
forces; with the methods to be pur- 
sued in organizing the Walker 
forces throughout the state. and the 
means to be followed in getting 
out the Walker vote on tober 
6. A dozen speakers were applaud- 
ed when they reported that Walker 
will carry the state. Every speak- 
er, however, emphasized the neces- 
sity of getting out the vote. 

Speakers dealt with the issue in 
the campaign, the majority agree- 
ing that since the fight is between 
Hardwick and Walker, the issue is 
necessarily between the records of 
the two men and'‘“must be Kept 
wide open,” as Irwin Sibley, of 
Milledgeville, expressed it. Frank 
McLoughlin, of Columbus, solicitor 
of the Chattahoochee circuit; Mil- 
ler Bell, mayor of Milledgeville; 
John Guerry, of Montezuma: W. T. 
Anderson, of Macon; Jule Felton, of 
Montezuma, solicitor general of his 
circuit; J. H. Dozier, of Athens, 
campaign manager for Walker; 
Judge U. V. Whipple, of Cordele, 
of the Cordele superior. circuit 
court; W. A. Dodson, of Americus; 
Judge E. C. Collins, of Reidsville; 
Judge Enoch Callaway, of Augus- 
ta, and Irwin Sibley, of Milledge- 
ville, were among the speakers. 
North Georgia was not represented, 
Mr. Walker explained, becausé an- 
other meeting would be held in 
Atlanta next week to which that 
section would send representatives. 

Plan of Campaign. 

Judge Callaway, outlining the 
purpose of the meeting, said that 
the Walker forces have got to fight 
and fight hard from now until the 
6th of October. He explained how 
the Walker men are working in 
Richmond county and in Columbia 
county. He expressed the belief that 
Walker will carry most of the coun- 
ties in the tenth district, Rich- 
mond among them. Judge Calia- 
way invited suggestions as to the 
best means of organizing the vote?

The suggestion was approved, 
and a campaign manager for each 
judicial district in the state wil: be 
appointed within the neat day or 
two to look after the Walker in- 
teregim. Local meetines wll follow 
ali ‘over the state not later than 
Wednesday of next week. 

The executive -committee will 
also be named by Mr. Walker with- 
in the next few days. It will con- 
sist of as many members as tne 
candidate shall see fit to name, and 
will be charged with the finances 
of the campaign, the publicity and 
the speaking.

No Fraud at Cartersville.

After an absence of ten months, 
King Football, the greatest of all 
college sports, makes his appear- 
ance out on Grant field tomorrow 
afternoon. : The Golden Tornado of 
1920, rightly heralded as the team 
that will establish a record as great 
as did the wonderful Tech team in 
1917, takes the field against their 
ancient adversary, Wake Forest. 

This game little Carolina college 
has been included on the schedule 
of the Jackets for several years 
now, usually serving, as they are 
tomorrow, as the initial opponents 
of the local team.

Coming at a time when Chicago 
and Cleveland are locked in a strug- 
gle for the flag, the Statement 
created a sensation. 

The gamblers are said 
backed Cleveland heavily.

if they win out the gamblers will 
lose large sums. Certain members 
of the Sox who have heard the re- 
port are said to be more anxious 
to win as a vindication for them- 
selves than for any additional hon- 
ors or monetary reasons. 
Johnson to Have Rebuttal. 

Announcement was made at the 
states attorney’s office following ad- 
journment Thursday evening of the 
grand jury investigating the base- 
ball “scandar’ that Mr. Johnson will 
be recalled to the jury room to tell 
what he knows of such a plot, if one 
exists. If the reports can be cor- 
roborated a new and dangerous kind 
of blackmail will have been expos- 
ed, it was declared. ; 

President Johnson also admitted 
knowledge of the holding up of the 
salary checks of eight Sox plavers 
following the 1919 world’s series. 
He said three of these players, Chick 
Gandil, Eddie Cicotte and Fred Me- 
Mullin, had asked his assistance in 
obtaining their money from Charles 
A. Comiskey, president of the Sox 
club. 

On the sensational possibility that 
gamblers have a grip on a number 
a White Sox players. Johnson 
said: 


Johnson Makes Statement. 
“I heard several weeks ago a 
vague statement that the White Sox 


would not dare win the pennant this 
season. That statement was several] 


times repeated, and within the last 
few weeks it has been hinted more 
or less openly that the White Sox 
would not dare win, because the 
gambling syndicate would tell what 
they knew of certain players in the 
Cincinnati-%o0x world’s championship 
games in 1919.” 

In order to. vindicate themselves 
with Chicago fans, baseball’men de- 
clared here Thursday night, the Sox 
would have to win the flag. 

Johnson disclosed that either pow- 
erful officials or political circles are 
protécting baseball gambling pools. 
He said he hoped all lovers of base- 
ball would help wipe out this con- 
dition by reporting all evidence of 
crookedness to the grand jury. He 
said he was anxious to find some: 
method to get at the gamblers who 
are threatening to ruin the national] 
game. 

‘“T am determined that baseball 
shall be divorced from gambling 
and that the black sheep be driven 
out of the game,” he declared. “The 
percentage of dishonest ball players 
is small, but we have some.” 

‘Various players in both mafor 
leagues,” Johnson said, “have walk- 
ed the plank.” He mentioned Hal 
Chase, Lee Magee and Heinie Zim- 
merman. 


“Rube” Benton Testifies. 


Late Thursday afternoon “Rube” 
Benton, pitcher for the New York 
Giants, appeared before the grand 
jury. The substance of his “esti- 
mony was that Hal Chase, New York 
Giants player who was dropped from 
organized baseball, made approxi- 
mately $40.000 by placing “wise 
bets” on the world’s series games 
He said Chase and “Buck” Herzog.

Submitting a proposed amendment to the 
Constitntion of Georgia, to be voted on at 
the general election, to be held in Novern- 
ber, 1920, to amend Paragraph 1, Section 
13, of Article 6, of the Constitution of 
Georgia, relatives to increase in salaries 
of Judges of the Supreme Court, Court of 
Appeals and Superior Courts.

Whereas, the General Assembly, at its 
session in 1920, proposed an amendment to 
the Constitution of this State, as set, forth 
fm an act approved August 17, 1920, to-wit:

An Act to amend Paragraph 1, Section 153, 
of Article 6, of the Constitution of Geor- 
gia insofar as the same relates to sala- 
ries of Justices of the Supreme Court 
and of Judges of the Court of Appeals 
and ef Judges of the Superior Courts, so 
as to incrense the salaries of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court, the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, the Judges of the Supe- 

“rior Courts and for other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State o€ Georgia, and it fa 
hereby enscted by authority of the same, 
that paragraph 1, of section 13, of article 6, 
of the constitution of the state of Georgia, 
relating to salaries of the justices of the 
supreme court, and of the judges of the 
court of appeals, and of the judges of the 
superior courts, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to provide that the justices 
of the supreme court each shall have out 
of the treasury of the state salaries of 

7,000 per annum; the judges of the court 
of appeals each shall have out of the treas- 
ury of the state salaries of $7,000 per an- 
num; the judges of the superior court each 
shall have out of the treasury of the state 
eniaries of $5,000 per annum; provided that 
the county of Chatham shall, from its treas- 
wry, pay to the judge of the superior courte 

“of the eastern circuit $3,000 per annum; 
said payments are hereby declared to be a 
part of the court expenses of said county, 
end shall be made to the judge now in 
office, as well as his successors. Provided 
further, That the board of county commis- 
sionera of Fulton county, or such «ther 
board of persons as may from time to time 
exercise the administrative powers of Fiui- 
ton county, shall have power and authority 
to pay the judges of the superior court of 
Fulton county such sums, in addition to 
the salaries paid by the state, as said ad- 
ministrative authority or authorities may 
deem ndvisable, and the amounts so paid 
are declared to be a part of the court ex- 
penses of said county.

That the board of county commissioners of 
the counties of Clarke, Floyd, Sumter, Bibb 
and Richmond, or such otMer board or per- 
son as may from time to time exercise the 
ndministrative powers of said several coun- 
ties, may supplement from their respective 
county’s treasuries the salaries of the jwiges

Public Must Suffer. 


“The public must suffer for fhe 
company’s faults. The public will 
submit, of course, because it has 
to, but it will not submit any lonz- 
er than necessary to right this 
wrong, which can only be done. by 
the establishment of public own- 
ership, whereby in any case where 
the public is called upon for money, 
the property which this money ac- 
quires shall belong to the public. 

“The order of the commission is 
over-candid in one respect: It re- 
cites that the company ean use its 
increased income to: meet among 
other charges. its sinking fund re- 
quirement. Thts sinking fund is 
provided for the purpose of paying 
off the original cost of the prop- 
erty. This original cost is to be 
paid by the public and when the 
cost is met the properties will be- 
long not to the public but to the 
company. 

“Out of it all there will 
slight compensation to the puDlic 
] hope. In the course of time the 
Service is to be improved. That 
will be very welcome. 

“Also, I presume, the company 
will stop ‘stalling’ on such improve- 
ments as paving Lee street. recon- 
structing tracks on Lucile avenue.

Hardwick’s Attack on Judge Collins 
Will Prove Boomerang, It Is Said 


Managers and Clerks of 
the Election at Carters- 
ville Make Signed State- 
ments. 


Cartersville, Ga., September 23.— 
(Special.)\—In Thomas W. Hard- 
wick’s address at Cartersville to- 
day he took occasion to attack one 
of the Rich standing citizens not 
only of €artersville, but of Geor- 
gia, with regard to the counting 
of the ballots at the Cartersville 
box after the primary of the 8th 
of September. In doing so, for the 
designed purpose of political effect 


in the state, Mr. Hardwick .. was 
confronted during the day at Car- 
tersville by affidavits from mana- 
gers and clerks of the election that 
showed conclusively that not only 
was there nothing wrong resulting 
from the discontinuance of the 
count on the night of the election, 
that only forty ballots were left 
uncounted, whereas Walker car- 
ried the county by 90 plurality, and 
that the motion to intrust the cus- 
tody of the uncounted ballots to 
Judge Collins was made by a Hard- 
wick supporter, and one of the elec- 
tion managers. 

In his Cartersville speech today 
Mr. Hardwick is quoted as follows: 

“In Bartow county I carried the county, 
outside of the Cartersville box, by a sub- 
stantial plurality. The vote at the Car- 
tersville box was large. At about 10:30 
p. m. the night of the primary, one of the 
election managers, a strong Walker man, 
suggested that on account of his advanced 
age he could not finish the count that 
nicht. This manager was permitted t» 
take off the uncounted ballots, wrapped 
up in a piece of paper. He put them in 
his pocket and instead of going home, 
repaired, with these ballots still in his 
pocket, to the law office of the Walker 
manager, and met that gentleman and one 
of Mr. Walker’s brothers-in-law, and sev- 
eral other Walker men, in quite a lengthy 
and protracted conference. What happen- 
ed in that conference, or to the ballots, I 
cannot prove. The next morning the man- 
ager turned up with a parcel of ballots that 
he claimed were the same he had carried 
away, and the count was resumed and con- 
cluded, with the result that I lost Bartow 
county, according to the count, by a close 
margin.’’ 

Prepared Statements. 


H. C. Nelson and Martin Collins, 
managers, and Z. M. Jackson, J. A. 
Knight, James Shaw and J. W. 
Young, clerks, have all made signed 
statements regarding this incident, 
completely setting at rest all sug- 
gestions, even, of anything wrong. 
or of any intent to do anything 
illegal, or upon which a shadow 
of suspicion could be cast. 

The statements set forth that at 
10:30 o’clock on the night of the 
election when the count had been 
completed to within about forty 
ballots all the clerks were tired out, 
having been.on duty since 6 o'clock 
in the morning. At that time a 
Suggestion was made by Judge F. 
C. Watkins, local manager of the 
election and a supporter of Thomas 
W. Hardwick for governor, that 
the remaining ballots be intrusted 
to Judge Martin Collins, whose 
character as an upright and hon- 
est citizen has never been chal- 
lenged before, was challenged by 
Hardwick Thursday, and in whom 
every person imposes implicit confi- 
dence. 

Judge Collins took the ballots, 
not more than forty in number, 
put them carefully in his pocket, 
where they remained without be- 
ing withdrawn, until the following 
morning when they were taken out 
at the courthouse and the count 
completed. 

Mr. Walker carried the county by 
a plurality over his next nearest 
competitor of 90, therefore there 
could have been no reason (for 
changing or altering any of the 
forty ballots, even had there been 
a disposition so to do, which was 
plainly not contemplated in the 
slightest degree. 

The fact that they were intrust- 
ed to the custodianship of Judge 
Collins by motion of a Hardwick 
supporter, who was an election man- 
ager, only tllustrates the general 
confidence imposed in Judge Col- 
lins, and further dispels any sis- 
picion of anything wrong. 

In the statements it is denied 
that Judge ColJins made any mo- 
tion to adjourn the counting, and 
on the contrary stated that so far 
as he was concerned he was ready 
to remain and continue the count- 
ing until the finish. 

The call of Judge Collins at the 
office of Mr. Norris was incidental 
and made in company with Mr. 
Jackson and for-a moment only 
for the purpose of getting the 
latest from the state election re- 
turns. The ballots were not taken 
from Judge Collins pocket nor men- 
tioned. He only remained at the 
office for a few seconds, and then 
went direct home. 

All of these facts are brought out 
in the affidavits referred to, in- 
cluding one from Judge Collins per- 
sonally that the ballots in his cus- 
tody were not touched by any per- 
son from the hour they were turn- 
ed over to him until he delivered 
them again at the sitting of the 
managers and clerks on the fol- 
lowing morning. 

It is not probable that Mr. Hard- 
wick’s attack on Judge Collins, and 
the other clerks and managers, some 
of them his supporters in the for- 
mer primary, will avail him any- 
thing, but on the contrary, it will 
no doubt drive thousands of voters 
who believe in the sazredness of 
personal character, away from him.

The managers of tne election cn the 8th 
of September for the Cartersville box were 
Judge Martin Collins, Judge F. C. Watkins 
and H. C. Nelson, and the clerks were Hey- 
ward Young, J. A. Knight, Clarence Jolly, 
Jim Shaw and Z M. Jackson. 

About 10 o’clock on the night of the 
8th, the clerks grew tired of their con- 
tinuous, steady work, which required con- 
stant attention and some one or more of 
the managers also grew tired of the con- 
tinuous strain having been on duty since 
6 o’clock that morning.

Clifford Walker carried this county for 
governor by a plurality over his nearest 
opponent of ninety (90) votes and there 
were not half this number of ballots which 
were taken by Judge Collins, at the direc- 
tion of all the managers of the election, 
for safekeeping until the next morning. 

We are absolutely satisfied that the 
exact ballots, which were turned over to 
Judge Collins on the night of the 8th were 
returned by him to the ballot box on the 
morning of the 9th, without any change, 
substitution or modification. We have ab- 
solute confidence in Judge Collins’ integ- 
rity, and the fact that the ballots were 
turned over to him is one of the many evi- 
dences of his high standing in this com- 
munity, which he so richly deserves.

Statement By Jackson. 

We, the undersigned, Z M. Jackson and 
Martin Collins, state that on the night of 
September 8, after leaving the  court- 
house, Z. M. Jackson stated to Martin 
Collins that he was going by the office of 
J. T. Norris as he wanted to find out 
what was the news from the election over 
the state. This was the first Martin Col. 
lins knew of Z. M. Jackson’s intention to 
go to J. T. Norris’ office and he stated that 
he too would like to know what the state 
news was and that he would go with Mr 
Jackson.

Cuts in Commodities 


Affect Industrials 


WALTER B, BROWN, 
Editer New York Commercial. Writ- 
ten for the United News. 

New York, September 23.—Re- 
ductions in commodity prices had 
a disturbing effect upon the indus- 
trial stocks. The reduction in the 


price of Franklin motor cars, fol- 
lowing upon the cut in Ford prices 
was taken to indicate that other 
manufacturers would be unable to 
maintain schedules upon the pres- 
ent basis for any considerable 
length of time. On top of this 
came the report that the Amoskeag 
manufacturing company had deter- 
mined.upon a reduction of 33 1-3 
per cent in cotton goods, while 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. and Montgom- 
ery, Ward & Co., the two largest 
mail order houses, had announced 
cuts of 10 to 20 per cent from their 
catalog prices. 

It is realized that these reduc- 
tions afe the result of the credit 
contraction and are for testing a 
definite reduction in the cost of 
living. The reductions so far made 
are upon items in which there has 
been undoubted inflation due to ex- 
traordinary demand. It is an- 
nounced at the same time that 
wage scales will not be reduced. 
This means that factory costs will 
remain pretty much the same and 
is in effect a confession that prof- 
its heretofore obtained have been 
excessive. This does not ‘mean, 
however, that manufacturers have 
been guilty of profiteering, but that 
they have merely responded to the 
law of supply and demand. Demand 


for all the articles mentioned has 


has been no hesitation in exacting 
all. the traffic will bear, and as 
long as human nature is human 
been so exXtraordinary that there 
nature this is exactly what is to be 
expected. There are likely to be 
reductions all along the line, but 
instead of causing undue anxiety, 
they should be welcomed as a re- 
turn to the normal. 

During the course of the market 
the rail shares all held extraordi- 
narily well and particularly the low- 
priced issues. Some of them were 
forced down in sympathy with the 
industrials, but the decline seems 
to have spent itself during the aft- 
ernoon with an irregular recovery 
toward the close. The strength in 
the rails at this time is considered 
a most fortunate circumstance as 
they add stability to the market 
when so many issues are feeling 
the effects of the credit strain. The 
trading in rails, however, is becom- 
ing speculative, which is not an 
altogether favorable sign, although 
there is still a aihint deal of in- 
vestment buying. under way. 

An indication of possible recov- 
ery in French exchange is shown 
in the latest figures of France’s 
trade movement,-which for the first 
eight months of the current year 
show exports amounting to 22,881,- 
000,000, as compared with only $1,- 
094,000,000 in the same period in 
1919. Imports in 1920 amounted to 
$4,912,000,000, as compared with only 
$4.458,000,000 in 1919. The larger 
exports have enabled the country 
to reduce its unfavorable trade Dal- 
ance from $3,154,000,000 In 1919 to 
$2,031,000,000 in the first eight 
months of this year.
